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DEATH A 


A Terrific Cyclone Sweeps Over 
the City of Wilkesbarre, Pa. 


Over Four Hundred Houses De- 
molished and Many Lives 
Lost. 


The Number of Dead Twelve, but Likely to 
Reach Much Higher Figures—Hundreds 
ef Families Rendered Homeless—Citi- 
zens ef the Wrecked City in Abselute 
Dismay Over the Sterm’s Devastatien— 
Telegraph Poles and Wires, Trees, Per- 
tions of Buildings and Other Debris 
Scattered Over the Streets—The Militia 
on Duty Aiding the Sufferers—Loss 
$1,000,000 or More. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Aug, 20.— This city was 
visited by a terrific cycione at 5 o0’clock yes- 
Serday afternoon. It came yp the river but 
where it originated is not yet definitely 


known. It came very suddenly and was pre- 
ceded by darkness that rivalea the biackness 
of The wind blew at a furious 
and nothing seemed 
to be affec by its 
Trees were uprooted and scattered in 
all directions, hundreds of buildings un- 
roofed, passenger and freight trains on the 
tracks overturned ard ruin and dismay spread 
in ali directions. 

It bas been definitely ascertained thus far 
that twelve were killed and many hurt. The 
losses will run up te hundreds of thousands 
of dollars. 

Four men were killed in the Hazard Iron- 
works. Three mliuers were burried under a 
house on Scott street. The huge stack of the 
Kytle Planing Mill fell and kuſed a man and 
two horses. 

It is estimated that fully 200 buildings were 
destroyed. The Murray shaft fan- house was 
blown down and the fan stopped. It is hoped, 
however, thatthe twenty-seven miners be- 
low escaped. Later reports go to indicate 
that the Joss of life will be greater than was 
at first supposed. 

Late last evening Mayor Sultan lesued a 
proclamation calling ontbe militia to assist 
the police in caring for the city. Reporte 
from down river points indicate that the 
cyclone by no means expended its fury on this 
city. Losses of life and property are reported 
from several sections. 

THE DEVASTATION. 

As a consequence of the terrible devastation 
and complete consternation that followed the 
eycione which traveled through this city late 
yesterday afterneon, and the fact that dark- 
ness so quickly enveloped the valiey, it was 
impossible te gather much itelligence as to 
the extent of the damage and loss of life. As 
time goes en the severity of the cyclone is 
more and more demonstrated, and it is 
singular that so comparatively few lives were 
lost. Immense buildings containing many 
people were unroocfed, and, in many 
cases, almost destroyed in the 
twinkling of an eye, and this at an hour when 
the people were abeut the streets amid 
fiying timber and debris of every character. 
The city in its most frequented part, around 
the depots, presents its werst appearance, 
and when itis remembered that passenger 
and freight cars were lifted from the tracks 
upon which they steod and laid on their 
sides, while other cars were rushed along the 
track by the force of the cyclone’s swirl, a 
amali conception of its terrific velocity may 
be obtained. Thecyclone made its appear- 
ence sosuddeniy and was accompanied by 
such portentous skies, that at once stoutest 
hearts were appalled. Especially so when at 
a high altitude were seen tin roois, timber, 
and all sorts of movable things, and the 
skies were a thick. black mass, sucn as is 
shown atthetime of an immense conflagra- 
tion. Abeut 5:30 clock a huge black cloud. 
which had been gathering seuthwest of the 
tewn in the direction of Plymouth, began to 
discharge tremendous thunderbolts. The light- 
Bing played with remarkable frequency and 
streams ofthe eiectric fire poured from mid- 
heaven. Thata heavy downpour of rain was 
num inent was readily to be seen and all 
sought shelter. Later an unusual center of 
activity was noticable In the vicinity of Lee 
Park. The lower ciouds began scudding in 
great circles at tremendous speed. Their 
vortex seemed close in the vicinity, but to the 
north of the cutiery works at South Wilkes.

INCRBASED TO A ROAR. 

The Vulcan Iron-works, James Norris’ 
foundry and the Keystone Flour Mill felt the 
first shock, the wind dashing the heavy mate- 
rials about like straw. The storm swept on 
up Main street, razlas the buildings on the 
west side of that thoroughfare. verything 
was touched with a heavy hand.

ers and wire. Veering west the storm swept 
out Ross and Hazle, extending as far east on 
Ross as the Hazara wire rope works. It fol- 
lowed Washington street, wrecked St. in 
Church, then meee te the Lehigh Valley 
Depot, the Jersey Central Depot, tStegmaier’s 
brewery and swept along the railroad 
to Five Points. ere it turned eastward 
again, swept up Pear! street gut by Baltimore 
Shaft No.2, then dashed up the mountain 
and spent itself in the woods. The scene at 
the Hazard Wire Rope Works was terribie. 
The immense building was badly injured, and 
in the debris lay the dead and injured, the 
latter helpless until assistance came to them. 
Bere ene of the worst phases of the cycione’s 
work could be realized, the ponderous ma- 
chinery being mixed-with brick, mortar and 
debris in a confused mass. The number of 
seriously injured men at these works exceeds 
Sweilve and there were two killed. Terrible 
was the r of the cyclone at Five 
Points, a portion efthis city. Mothers with 
their chil ren in their arms 
CRIED TO HEAVEN FOR HELP. 
Their hemes were falling about them, the air 
taſde was filied with falling buildings and 
debris of all sorts. They knew mot which 
way to turn, and in their extremity called to 
Near the Delaware & Hud- 
gon Railroad on Scott street were houses oo- 
cupied by the families of James McGiniey and 
James Henegan. All the members ef these 
two families were at home while the fearful 
destruction was going on, powerless to do 
ything for their safety. Both hoyses were 
ed to the ground, ande the inmates were 
held in the ruins by the debris. Mrs. Eliza 
fone McGinley, aged about 28 years, and 
the babe she held to her breast were 
crushed to death. Joha McGinley, aged 13 
ears, was crushed to death. Mary Jane Me- 
inley, a little daughter, was so severely in- 
4 and crushed that but little hope is en- 
rtained of her recovery. Ihe family of 
James Henegan could not be found in the 
ruins ef their home,’ and fears are enter- 
tained that they all perished. -

DISMAYED AT TSE CALAMITY. 

The city during the night was enveloped in 
darkness, all the service from the electric 
light station being cutoff. The track of the 
storm embraced the company's network of 
wires and also caused theelectric street rail- 
ways to suspend operations completely, and 
until the trees, telephone and telegraph poles 
and debris are removed from the tracks they 
cannot resume. 

To-day Wiikesbarre, the metropolis of the 
coal regions, stands amazed, dismayed at the 
calamity which descended upon it in so short 
aspace of time. Thousands of people are 
scrambiing over aud about the scene of the 
wreck, neglecting all business. 

IN A STATE OF CHAOS. 

The condition of thiags in and around 
Wilkesbarre continues in a state of choas, 
although extra efforts are being put forth by 
the people to clear the streets 
and relieve badly situated families. 
The great number of unroofed houses 
were left at the mercy of the rainstorm which 
prevailed with unusual severity all through 
the night. This added much to the damage 
and the estimates of last nights dis- 
patches are maenifestiy too lo. Ten 
thousand people are on the streets 
viewing the devastation, and yet the begt of 
order prevails. The military is ont in full 
force and hundreds of men are engaged in the 
work of righting things. Another fatality 
has been brought to light, the body of Peter 
Schmidt, aged 10 years, having been found 
near the Lehigh Valley Railroad tracks, 
and there are reports of discoveries of other 
bodies. Incoming trains are dringing hun- 
dreds of people to view the gyclone’s work, 
The railroads are running on time, their 
tracks having been but slightly disarranged. 
Wires are dewn everywhere and the tele- 
phonic service is ata standstill. 


Feundered in a Gale. 


RACINE, Wis., Aug. 20.—Last night the 
schooner Mellito, Capt. Anderson, laden with 
tan bark, arrived in this port, having on 
board the crew of the steam barge Monitor of 


Chicago, that craft having foundered twenty 
miles northeast of this portin the afternoon 
during a ferce northeast gale. The crew 
consisted of Capt. A. J. Rice and Mrs. Wright 
of Pentwater and two children, aged 10 aud] 
year; First Mate Walter Rice, Chief Engineer 
Murphy, Second Mate Wren and four others, 
The facts of the disaster were 
learned from the fret mate. He said 
the Monitor loaded with tan bark and 
slabs at Pierport, Mich., and left there Mon- 
day night bouad for Milwaukee. She steamed 
out into the lake and it was noticed she was 
leaking u little, A stiff wind was biowing, 
and it gradually freshened and blew a gaie 
and the seas ran mountain high. The leak in- 
creased and the water gained so rapidly that 
her three siphons would not Keep her clear, 
Suddenly tbe boat listed to port and water 
poured through the gangway. The small 


boat only six feet long was secured and 
then the steamer went down in fifteen 
minutes. The deck load and afternouse 
floated, and the Captain, the lady 
and the two children and the second 
mate, who had been unable to get into 


the boat, were left floating with the wrecking.

The Cause of the Accident on the 
Old Colony Road. 


Passengers Crushed in the . 
and Scalded by Escap- 
ing Steam. 


Additional Details Adding te the Herrers 
of the Disaster—List of the Victims 
Now Numbers Seventeen—The Sad Story 
ofa Louisville Family—Jadge Edwards’ 
Condition—Death of Two of the Injured 
This Merning—List of the Killed and 
Wounded--A Reperter’s Discovery—Dis- 
appearance ef a Section Boss, Whe Is 
Blamed, 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 20.—Additional reports 
of the Old Colony railroad disaster add to its 
horrors. It is considered one of the most dis- 
astrous wrecks that ever occurred in the 


vicinity of Boston. The train left the track 
just beyond President Bridge, an eighth of a 
mile from Quiney, and rolled down an em- 
bankment 12 feet high. Many of the passengers 
were horribly scaided from the escaping 
steam from the engine, and language can 
scarcely depict the sufferings that preceded 
the death of most of the victims. 

There were fifteen killed in all, and as 
others are dangerously injured the death list 
my be increased.

Two other victims of the Quin disaster 
yesterday are added to the list of dead this 
morning.

CAUSE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

Regarding the cause of the accident Divis- 
fon Superintendent French said: ‘‘We have 
not made an investigation yet, but from what 
wecan learn it appears that the section men 
who were at work on the tracks had what 
we cali a ‘‘track jack’’ on the rails and 
from all we can learn they had it in when the 
train cams flying around the curve. From all 
indications, although we do not know it offl- 
cially, the track was not taken out when the 
train came up. Whether or not the danger 
signal was set will not be known until the 
official investigation on Thursday.“ 

A Globe reporter in prosecuting his investi- 
gations found in a lot of weeds beside the 
track near the bridge the jack which is sup- 
posed to have caused such a terrible loss of 
life. Marks off the flanges of the wheels were 
plainly cut in the heavy tool and 
it bore evidence of having been 
run over by a train of cars. The 
sides of the socket on the casting to receive 
the handles by which the weight is raised 
were pressed ciose togetber and a large hole 
was cut through the casting and the bottom 
of the casting was broken off. The foreman 
of the section gang, named Welch, could not 
be found last evening.

A Diver Killed. 


HALIFAX, Nove Beotia, aug. 20.—Yesterday

A War Fluid. 


VIENNA, Aug. 20.—Dr. Juenemann of this 
city has invented a fluid, the use of which he 
claims will misimige the horrors of war, mak - 
ing it almost bloodless. The fluid is to be 
placed in a shell, projected in the ordinary 
manner, which is so constructed that it will 
burst in falling or striking any object, offer- 
ing but slight resistance. The fluid upon 
being released so affects persons inhaling its 
odor that they immediately become uncon- 
scious and remain in that state half and hour 
or more.

Ne Inkling as to What Transpired—The Ex- 
ecutive Beard Geing Over the Evidence 
Regarding the New York Central Strike

tiously—Dropping Pinkerton Men. 


NEw York, Aug. 20.—The conference of the- 
labor leaders, which was begun in the St. 
Oloud Hotel last evening, was resumed this 
morning. Gen. Master Sargent of the 
Brotherhood of Firemen, Grand Master 
Sweeney of the Switchmen’s Association, 
Chairman Howard of the Brotherhood of 
Raliroad Oonductors and Grand Master 
Wilkerson of the Trainmen’s Association, 
Came together in the Grand Central 
Union Hotel where they are stopping and at 
about 9:30 jolned .Messrs. Powderly, 
Hayes, Holland and Wright of the Executive 
Board of the Knights of Labor in thelr rooms 
in the St. Cloud Hotel. The conference began 
atl0o’clock. Grand Master Sargent, by con- 
sent chosen to act as spokesman of the party, 
ald before the meeting convened: 

There isa little apprehension on the part 
of the public regarding the powers of this 
conference. Myself and three colleagues, 
Mesers. Sweeney, Wilkerson and“How- 
ard, are members of the 
Council of the Federation of Rallway | 
Employes, but as there are twelve 
members of the courocll, and as we are but 
four, we have no authority to order a strike 
of our men. All wecan doisto report the 
result of our deliberations with the Execu- 
tive Board of the Knights of Labor to a 
full committee of our Supreme Council, of 
which Iam chairman, and the full committee 
can then act upon the report The other eight 
members of the councilare within easy reach 
and I can get them together very quickly 
should it become necessary. I might ada that 


we are once more viewing the entire evidence 
submitted to us for adjudication, but just how 
dong the conference may last I cannot say just 
at the moment. 

Mr. Webb, when called upon, repeated the 
statement that everything was running as 
usual, and added that he did not anticipate 
any further trouble. 

A CONFERENCE. 

At ll o’clock this morning, T. V. Powderly

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THE PASSING DANGER. 

The force bill was a scheme of the 
enemies of ballot reform. They found 
that in spite of their temporary successes 
in preventing the adoption of the Aus- 
tralian reform in Maine, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio and other Republican strongholds 
the States were rapidly adopting it and 
the people everywhere favoring it, irre- 
spective of party. It had become mani- 
fest that local control of elections made 
ballot reform inevitable and would soon 
seal the doom of bossism in elections and 
put down ballot box fraud and 
corruption. Then it was that 
Speaker Reep and other prominent 
opponents of ballot reform conceived the 
plan of taking the conduct of elections 
out of the hands of the local population, 
and putting it under the guardianship of 
party tools selevted by party leaders at 
Washington. 

The purpose was apparent in the deo- 
laration that the party in power desired 
“continuous victory,“ and would there- 
fore hold “its own elections’? and do its 
own counting and certifying’’ through 
election officers appointed for life and 
made independent of the people by a su- 
preme centralized authority. Every pro- 
vision of the bill is a cunningly devised 
defeat of State laws for the secrecy and 
independence of the ballot and State pro- 
visions for non-partisan counts, returns 
and certifications. 

No such measure of centralization was 
ever before proposed in this country, and 
its adoption would have made our elec- 
tions as much of a mockery as the 
plebiscites of NAPOLEON III. In its last 
desperate appeal to party fanaticism for 
the passage of this revolutionary measure, 
the New York Tribune reveals the hidden 
purpose when it says: The election bill 
carries within itself the assurance of 
future tariff bills by the hundred.” That 
is to say, it carries within it the control of 
elections by the Executive, the seating of 
Congresses to reflect the will of the Ex- 
ecutive in power rather than the will of 
the people. It is a scheme to pass tax 
bills and robber bills of all kinds and to 
enabie the plunderers to perpetuate their 
own power in spite of the people until 
overthrown by armed rebellion.

City Comptroller Stevenson returned to the 
House of Delegates last night a number of 
ordinances from the Board of Public Improve- 
ments end gavé his reason shat they were in 
violation of the olty charter. 

The rejected ordinances Were: 

House bill 206—Making further appropria- 
tions tor the construction of thé new City 


Hall, $100,000. 
House bill 206—New wing for insane patients 


at Poor- house, $20,000. 
House bill 207~Alterations and repairs at 


City Hospital, $1,790. : 
House bill 209—Repairs at Female Hospital, 


$350. 
House bill 210—Repairs at Insane Asylum, 


House bill 218—Ironing machine for Poor- 


house laundry, $265. 

House bill 2144—Repairs at Quarantine, $450. 

House bill 216—Repaire at House of Refuge, 
$1, 435. 

House bill 217—Repairs at the Morgue, $125. 

The objection to all, with the exception of 
the City Hall bill, was the same. Instead of 
making provisions in the ordinances for the 
work to be done under the supervision of the 
Board the arrangement was made whereby 
the work was delegated to the Buitding Com- 
missioner. The Bord, «when they had the 
ordinances 50 drawn, argued that such a pro- 
cedure would save a good deal of money on 
the cost of advertising and 80 on, 

The charter provides that all such work 
shall be advertised and then let to the lowest 
bidder, and it ts from this provision that the 
boatd made the departure and the one on 
which Comptroller Stevenson called a halt. 
The worst complication comes in on the City 
Hall money. The board asks for $100,000 for 
work on the new City Hall, and the Comp- 
troller rules that the work must be specified. 
This the board cannot do, as itis impossible 
to tell to what particular purposes the 
money will be applied. When the ques- 
tion was argued in the board 
dome time ago it was the general opinion that 
too much time would be wasted ard too much 
delay caused if an ordinance was to be passed 
for every little expenditure. So the board 
res olved to try for $100,000 which could be 
kept on tapasit were and be drawn upon 
whenever the money was needed. Such a 
procedure is not in conformity with the 
charter and is very likely to put the board in 
an embarrassing position as it is not cus- 
tomary to give so much money in alump to be 
expended as those in charge of it ses it. How 
they will get around the thing will be settied 
at the next board meeting. 


The fame Old Stery. 


With the resumption of the Council meetings 
the perplexing problem of the Street Com- 
missionership is revived, and it looks very 
much as if the whole business would be gone 


over with again and the same amount of fine 
work be done ‘as before. The attitude 
of the Couneil teward Maj. Murpby, the 
present nominee,is just sufficiently undefined 
to leave the question indoubt. It is gener- 
ally admitted that Maj. — is the strong - 
est candidate so far put up. ut there stand 
two obstacles in the way, one that his ap- 

olntment wiil create ayacancy and the other 

he engineer stand that was taken on the for- 
merappointments. Nothing was done with 
the appointment last night and it remains for 
the Committee on Public Improvements to re- 
port before the Counell can vote on the 
question. There will be several more 
ineetings of the Council before adjournment 
and it is very probable the make-up of it will 
be such as to lead eer to believe that it 
will be safe for him to have his name brought 
up and the question settled in one way or 
another. Murphy is very anxious to have 
the whole Dusiness settled as his present po- 
sition is somewhat embarrassing. 


Very Badly Mixed, 


The complications arising from the blun- 
ders ofthe clerks in the Street Department 
and the City Counselior’s office on the horse 
hire amendment are growing more and more 
—— asthe facts connected with it de- 
velop. 

There are now three amendments to the 
original section of the revised ordinances, all 
of which conflict. Under these three oonfliet 
ing amendments the Auditor’s office has been 
approving vouchers which had no legal ex- 
istence whatever.

each other for their mistakes, an 

expluin away their bilund.- 
ers, with very little success, 
The whole matter will probably be settied by 
the introduction of a new bill which will be 
constructed properly, and which will do away 
with ali the previous ones.

A RUSSIAN AND HIS BEAR, 


They Furnish Bushels of Fun for a Crowd 
at Celt’s Neck. 


COLT’sS NYOK. N. J., Aug. 20.—A big yellow- 
bearded Russian, whe has been tramping on 
the Hominy Hills for nearly a week past, with 
abear heok in his hand, was rewarded yes- 
terday afternoon by finding and capturing his 
bear in Farmer Matthews’ cornfield at the 
foot of Sugar Loaf Hill. This is the bear that 
kept little Tommy Gibson in a treetop all last 


Tuesday night. The bear had made several 
forays among the farms and on one took a 
lamb back te the sand-hill pastures. 
The Russian found the sand-hill very 
extensive and was about giving up when de- 
scending the north side of Sugar Coat yester- 
day he found the mangled and partly eaten 
remains of a lamb. followed the bear 
tracks down the sandy slope into the corn 
field. He could hear old bruin breaking 
down and eating the rank corn stalks. This 
noise prevented the bear frem hearing his 
master’s approach. Watching his chance, 
the man siipped up behind the bear and 
clapped a steel muzzle over its nose. The 
captor quickly started a shrill hornpipe on 
areal live bear that recognized ite master 
and seemed reconciled to ites cap- 
ture. When they reached the road 
bruln sulked. A crowd soon collected 
and the owner of the murdered lamb 
importuned the Russian for damages. He 
received $3 and went his way. Good natured 
Farmer Matthews ald nothing about the 
trespass in his cornfield and afterwards en- 
tertained master and bear at supper. John 
Gibson, Tommy’s father, threatened the 
Russian with arreet unless he took his bear 
outof the neighborhood immediately. Hav- 
ing satisfied all demands the Russian started 
in to prove to the crowd the bear’s docility by 
having a dance. Bruin would not respond, 
and a prod from the hoek brought on trouble. 
With a smap the bear denuded his owner of his 
trousers and follewed that up by shoving the 
man down and standing on him, growing furi- 
ously at the same time. Two plucky by- 
standers drove bruin off with a fence rail. 
The Russian then got up and began to chastise 
him with his hook. A tin pail of sand thrown 
into his face brought him around, and the big, 
awkward creature was soon treading the 
measures of a stately waltz. The Russian 
made a petticeat of his bear bianket in lieu of 
his demolished trousers. Farmer Matthews 
fitted him out all right shortly afterwards. He 
told the crowd that be bought the bear in 
Fresno, Cal., three years ago. It escaped 
frem him about a year ago.

HE THREATENS TO BLOW UP A INI Ar 
THE HUB. 


The Ex-Pastor-of Bowdein Square Baptist 
Chareh Institutes Suit fer 650,000 Dam - 
ages, and Says He Will fell All He 
Knows—A Big Church Scandal—Reviving 


an Old Case. 


Boston, Aug. 20.—Boston is soon to have 
another legal fight in which Rev. W. W. 
Downs, forwerly of Bowdoin Square Baptist 
Churoh, will be the central figure. The read- 
ing public will remember the Rev. Mr. Downs, 
probably the most widely advertised minister 


in the country—in a certain way. 

The divorce case of Fred Taber of Boston 
drew the attention of the newspaper reading 
public of the conntry to the pastor of Bow- 
doia Square Church, whe was soon after ro- 
lieved of his charge. Rev. Mr. Downs new 
believes he has deen made the victim of a 
conspiracy and he has instituted suit for 
$50,000 damages. The papers have been issued 
and are returnable September 1. 

The defendants named are Messrs. Joseph 
story, Sidney A. WIlbur and Fred J. ‘Taber, 
Drs. George E. Stackpole and Rufus K. Noyes, 
Mrs. Abbie Campbelland Alice Nepton, alias 
Watson. Others may be added before the 
time of trial. Mr. Dowas contemplates 
also bringing some more suits of a different 
character against various individuals. 

THE CONSPIRACY. 

‘Mr. Downs has furnished to the Boston Fer- 
ald an outline of his case. He claims that in 
1884 he learned some of the secrets of some 
members of the church, male and fe male, and 
that when it was discovered that he was on“ 


they decided to get rid of the knowing pastor. 
Hesaysthe meetings to lay the wires were 
heid in 1884. 

Finally, on Tuesday, December &, 1884, they 
assembled at the house ot one of them and 
drew up in writing a formal demand upon 
Mr. Downs for his resignation. The document 
was in the form of around robin, and lo, the 
name of the pastor’s friend wasfound among 
the rest. On that occasion the pastor’s char- 
acter was discussed, but nothing was said 
about it worse than that he was loose in 
money matters and did’tpay his bills. The 
round robin was conveyed to him on the fol- 
lowing Thursday by a committee. He 
ordered the committee outof his house. At 
the prayer meeting on Friday evening the 
wicked conspirators were present. The pas- 
tor crucified them, one and all, by calling 
them to pray forthe church and its pastor. 
They prayed around the bush. The pastor 
was the bush. On Sunday, headed by their 
puissant chief, they all invaded the pastor’s 
study before service and made eminous 
threats against him, whieh will play a prom- 
inent part inthe evidence of a conspiracy. 
There was now open war in the church, the 
outcome of which was, in brief, that the dis- 
affected officers withdrew, taking with them 
the Sunday-school, to Tremont Tempie. This 
was about January 1, 1885. 

Now enters upon the scene Mr. Fred J. 
Taber, who had stuck by Mr. Downs, and 
having professed conversion, had joined the 
— 4 Enter also Alice Nepton, alias Wat 
son. Both ef these persons are so famous 
that it is needless tosay much about them. 
Buflice it to mention thatthe former, it is al- 
leged, became involved in the meshes of the 
conspiracy during the spring of 1885. 

„He fell into the old crowd and got finan- 
cial and moralaid from them,’’ says Parson 
Downs. 

On May 23 Taber severed his connection 
with the society and joined theenemy. Then 
fellowed that persecution of Mrs. Taber, which 
is claimed to have becn the second link in the 
chain of plots, and to bave resulted in her 
being driven from home and being compelled 
to seek employment and occupy lodgings at 7 
Derne street, in a house kept by a woman 
named Jackson. 

COMPLICATIONS. 

The story is growing interesting. According 
te the theory of the prosecution in Downs vs. 
Story et al., the web was now ready to catch 
the unwary fly. Mrs. Taber posed asthe un- 
willing spider. As auxiliaries there were an 
ex-Scotiand Yard detective, a landiady et al. 
Everybedy knows the rest. The sequel gave 
Fred Tabera divorce from Mrs. Taver. Mr. 
Downs does not include James Jarvis and the 
landlady among the conspirators, because he 
will use them as witnesses. He says he bas 
Jarvis’ complete confession establish the 
reality of the web that constityted the third 
distinct phase of the plot. It Was August 17, 
1885, that the culmination of this step was 
reached. 

Rapidly came the Alice Nepton, alias Wat- 
son, episodes. In these, the succeeding stages 
of the alleged conspiracy, the remaining de- 
fendants are claimed to have been concerned. 
Always, however, according to the theory of 
the prosecution, the most influential parties 
of the lot were working the springs in the 
background. The others were their mario- 
nettes. Mrs. Mary Elton, acting as the nurse 
of Alice Nepton, alias Watson, reported to Mr. 
Downs all the efforts made to have the girl 
fasten the aternity of her unborn 
child upon the parson. Thanks to this 
friend In the enemy’s camp, the parson was 
enabled to crush this first attempt in its in- 
ciplient stage. These occurrences were in 
January and February, 1886. The girl had not 
yet been directly advised to accuse Mr. 
Downs. In July, however, when Mrs. Elton 
was out of the way, she did make this accusa- 
tion, which in August the giri retracted by 
confessing that Taber, and not her pastor, was 
responsible for her condition, The child was 
then 4 months old. Of the steps imthe alleged 
conspiracy, as developed in these episodes, 
Mr.Downs claims to have abundant evidence. 
the most important being the reports of Mrs. 
Eltos and the confession of the Watson girl. 

WUWAT PARSON DOWNS SAYS. 

When questioned concerning his suit Par- 
son Downs said: 

have been nujustly persecuted, by per- 
fidious friends, and even by my ministerial 
associates. The Baptist conference, after 
promising mea bearing, went back upon its 
word. Thechurch has refused toaccord to 
measingle taste of Christian equity. I have 
waited for years, trusting that a gleam of 
charity and wisdom would plerce the gloom. 
Now, 1 am tirea walting. What 
do I want? 1 want vindication, fair 
treatment Ag m man and a minister, 
reinstatementin the church from which I have 
been driven by plots and corruption. Let 
them grant me so much, which is y due, 
and Iwill even now consent to a compromise 
whereby the damaging Information at my 
command will be withheld from publicity. 
But this consummation is out of the question. 
There are no wise men inthe church to bring 
itabout. I am goaded on, therefore, to the 
last resort. My idea of conspiracy is 
not new in my own mind. That a 
conspiracy existed I was always sure. 
But, as a tremendous church scandal 
inust be the result of attempting to prove the 
plot, Ihave always refrained from taking this 
step so long as another one luy before me. 
Now I bave no alternative. I am compelled, 
at length, to giveaway all the information 1 
possess. By this course I have nothing more 
to lose, forihave aiready lost everything; 
but, on the other hand, I have all to regain.’

INTERNATIONAL ASSOCIATION TIOKET 
AGENTS IN ST. LOUIS. 


Entertained by the Lecal Knuights of the 
Stamp—A Carriage Ride to the Parks, 
Excursion om the River and Opera at 
Schnaider’s as Features of the Pre- 
gramme—The Badges. 


NE hundred and 

ninety members 
of the International As- 
sociation of Ticket 
Agents, their wives and 
daughters, were enter. 
tained bythe St. Louls 
ticket agents to-day. 
They arrived on a spe- 
cial from Denver, where 
the Internatlonal Asso- 
ciation held its first an- 
nua! convention, and 
will leave at midnight 
for Chicago, where the 
party disbands. 

The International Association was organ- 
ized in Cincinnati just one year ago. The 
constitution cslled for semi-annual conven- 
tiens, as the founders believed that the mem- 
bership would never be very large. The first 
cenvention after the Cincinnati meeting was 
held in Jacksonville, Fla., last February. 
There were over 800 agents in attendance 
and it was then decided in view of the 
large number of members and the prospect 
of still further increase to change the consti- 
tution so that only annual conventions should 
be held. The first annual convention was set 


for Denver and convened there August 12. 
SIX HUNDRED AGENTS 

are now members of the International Asso- 
lation, and a large per cent of the member- 
ship was in attendance. But two days sufficed 
to dispose of all the business of the young 
and lightly laden association, and four days 
were devoted to sight-seeing. Theagents were 
entertained at the Fifteenth Street Theater 
and atthe Tabor Grand Opera-house; they 
visited Idaho and Manitou Springs, the 
Garden of the Gods, and part of 
the company went up the Cog 
Wheel Rallway to the top of 
Pike’s Peak. They saw all of Colorado within 
easy reach of Denver, and Monday their 
special train of ten Pullman sleepers leit 

enver fer St. Louis with all of the Eastern 
mem bers. 

The international Association elected Henry 
Lihou, general ticket agent at the Unien De- 
pot, President; George K. Smith of Columbus. 
First Vice-Prresident; 8. P. Thomp- 
son of Lake City, Fla., Sec- 
ond Vice-President; E. R. Lackner of 
Denver, Third Vice-President; T. W. Vene- 
mann of Evans ville, Ind., Treasurer, and M. 
G. Carroll of Cleveland, O., Secretary. 
Messrs. Venemann and Carroll were re-elected 
to their positions. 

WHEN THE SPECIAL ARRIVED 
in the Union Depot this morning there was a 
committee of local ticket agents pres- 
ent to receive the travelers and 
escort them to the Lindell Hotel, where 
they breakfasted. Afterward the local agents 
took the travelers in carriages all over the 
western portion ef the city and, by rapid 
driving succeeded in showing them Tower 
Greve, Shaw’s Garden and a bit of Forest 
Park before time to return for lunch. 

The travelers wore, when they arrived, 
badges suppied by the Denver agents. The 
badge was a silver plate on which had been 
stamped, in the form of arallroad ticket, the 
name of the association and the date ofthe 
convention. The St. Louis agents supplied 
them with another badge, printed on blue and 
pink ribbon, after the following pian:
